Principal  Points 

I.  JAPAN  will  execute  a  swift  war  by  force  of  arms  and  will  overthrow  the 
American,  British,  and  Dutch  bases  in  EAST  ASIA  and  in  the  Southwestern 
Pacific,  thereby  ensuring  herself  a  strategically  dominant  position, 

i.t  the  same  tine  she  will  secure  areas  of  vita],  natural  resources  and 
principal  communication  lines,  thereby  facilitating  self-sufficiency  of 
long  duration.  7o  shall  exhaust  ever:,-  effort  to  lure  out  at  an  oooortune 
time  the  main  navel  force  of  the  UNITED  STATES  and  destroy  it.

STATES  into  tho  FAR  EAST,  on  causing  her  to  roconsidor  hor 
Far  Eastern  oolicy,  end  on  pointing  out  tho  scnsolcssnoss 
of  a  Jananeso-Araerican  war.  Induco  AMERICA  to  develop 
public  opinion  against  war, 

(o)  Plan  for  the  alienation  of  relations  between  AMERICA  and 
AUSTRAL  LA. 
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(2)  Endeavor  to  havo  GERMAHT  and  ITALY  adopt  tho  follo-dng  plans: 

(a)  Intensify  on-tho-sca  aggression  against  AKER  IDA  in  tho 
ATLANTIC. 

(b)  Intonoixy  military,  economic,  and  political  aggression 
against  CENTRAL  and  SOUTH  AMERICA. 

IV.  JAPAN,  in  her  relations  with  CHINA ,  will  use  to  her  own  advantago  tho 
war  against  tho  UNITED  STATES -and  tho  NETHERLANDS,  especially  tho 
successful  a  te. wo  or  tho  military  operations.  Che  will  plan  to  stop 
aid  to  CHL'iJKr-iA'.I-CHi'k,  thereby  rodeoing  n3.3  power  to  fight,  end,  Yrj 
positive  poxit.b-.rJL  and  solitary  measures,  onsui'c  tho  downfall  of  tho 
CHUNGKING  Regime, 

V.  Whilo  JAPAN  is  engaged  in  military  operations  against  southern  areas, 
she  will  do  all  la  her  payer  to  avoid  provoking  a  war  with  tho  U.S, S.R. 

Sho  will  take  into  consideration  that  if  GERMANY  and  tho  U.S, S.R.  aro 
so  inclined,  they  nay  be  brought  to  make  peace  and  the  U.S. S.R.  onticod 
into  tho  Axis  camp, 

VI.  TOiile  constantly  keeping  watch  on  and  examining  the  international 
situation,  trends  of  enemy  public  oolnion,  end  developments  in  the  tot 
situation,  JAPAN  shall  ondoavor  to  malcc  use  of  tho  following  opportunities 
to  end  tho  war: 

A.  An  important  pause  in  military  oncrations  against  tho  southern 
areas, 

B.  An  important  pause  in  military  operations  against  CHINA,  particularly 
tho  downfall  of  the  GHIANG  regime. 

C.  A  favorable  change  in  the  Europoan  ’’Jar  situation,  especially,  the 
downfall  of  ENGLAND,  tormination  of  the  Russo-German  Par,  or 
success  of  tho  programme  against  EIDL'.. 

To  achieve  these  ends,  JAPAN  will  imncdia.tcly  intensify  her  program  of 
diplomacy  and  propaganda  toward  the  countries  of  SOUTH  AMERICA,  S’TDUN, 
PORTUGAL,  and.  the  VA.TICAJT,  At  tho  time  of  ENGLAND’S  surrender,  the  three 
co’mtries,  JAPAN,  GiRI IANY ,  ar.d  ITAJjY  w3.11  not  irmodiabcly  conclude  noaco 
with  her,  but  will  strive  to  have  ENGLAND  induce  AMERICA  /to  make  p’oaco/.
